GREENVILLE, Miss., April 3.—Going east

would be done to the provisions and food 
Supplies and much suffering would ensue. 

All necessary shopping, marketing, visit- 
ing of physicians and the like in the over- 
flowed sections of Greenville is done by 
ekiffs, and every street and alley contains 
whole fieets of these, built in every con- 
celvable shape and size, darting in and out 
@round the corners of houses. 

Much more water is due here yet, and no 
One can say how much higher it will rise 
in the houses here in town. All three 
erevasses above here are pouring their tor- 
frente into the besin which lies between 
the river and the eastern hills, and the 
whole country will unquestionably be filled. 

Communication by telegraph is still main. 
tained With the outer world. As fast as a 
pole is thrown down a force of men hurries 
to the point and rebuilds the line. Reail- 
road traffic is entirely cut off and all roads 
running into here are entirely tied up. 

Mall is transferred at Elizabeth, twelve 
miles east of here, at the junction of the 
Valley and Southern roads, and a skiff ma!! 
line has been established between here and 
that point. There are now about 10,000 peo- 
ple in this city. Four or five thousand of 
these are in the flooded section and natural- 
ly suffering among the poorer classes is be- 
ginning to be felt. 

More water is coming down. The drain-

bill prices will shoot skyward. 

ok apg vay hardware dealer said: 

“If the Dingley bill passes the price of 
pocket knives, table weseey and razors are 
sure to dncrease almost 100 per cent. A 
razor that now sells for $3.50 will cost pretty 
close to $7. We are looking for a tax of 
from 12 to 15.per cent ad valorem on cut- 
lery. The tax will be largw enough to ex- 
clude much of the imported product. The 
scarcity of the Po coupled with the 
import duty will run prices away up, at 
least until American manufacturers are 
able to supply the demand.” 

Investigation shows that manufacturers 
and importers of other lines of goods 
handled by local dealers are also prepar- 
ing for the passage of the tariff bill.

FIRE TRAGEDY 


AT CHATTANOOGA 


TWO PROMINENT CITIZENS WERE 
BURNED TO DEATH. 


OFFICE BUILDING IN ASHES. 


Loss Placed at $400,000 and Many 
Valuable Legal Documents 
Were Destroyed. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 3.—The 
Richardson Building, the largest in Chatta- 
nooga, and one of the largest in the South; 
was totally destroyed by fire between 3:30 
and 6 o’clock this morning. Fire caught 
from the furnace in the basement and ran up 
the elevator ehaft. 

The watchman was slow in turning in an 
alarm and when the fire companies arrived 
the building was a mass of flames. 

The watchman warned a number of gen- 
tlemen sleeping on the sixth floor and al! 
succeeded in getting out except two. These 
were Boyd Ewing, one of the wealthiest men 
in this section, and S. M. Patton, one of the 
most prominent architects in the South. 
Mr. Ewing attempted to climb down the 
fire escape, but fell from the top. His body 
was badly mutilated. Patton was cut off 
from escape on the stairs and his body was 
buried in the ruins. 

About 100 offices and four stores were in 
the building. The total loss amounts to 
about $400,000 with insurance of about $200,- 
000. 

A large force is now at work searching 
for Patton’s remains, but it may be several 
days before they are found. 

Nothing was saved from the building, as 
the fire burned*with startling rapidity. The 
loss on contents is distributed amortg about 
100 people. 

A two-story building adjoining was also 
totally destroyed. The Third National Bank, 
across the street, was badly damaged. 

Among the heaviest losers are the Amer- 
ican Investment Co., owners of the building 
and a large part of the contents; R. C. 
Kingsley: & Co., merchants, and the Chat- 
tanooga National Building and Loan Asso- 
clation, Nearly all the lawyers in the city 
had offices in the building and many valu- 
able papers which cannot be replaced were 
burned. ° 

Frank Carlock, a young lawyer who at- 
tempted to save some pners from his office 
in the Third National Bank Building, fell 
from a ladder and was badly injured.

LOSES PATIENCE, 


— 


WILL SEND NO MORE PROTESTS 
TO THE ADMIRALS. 


BLOCKADE OF GREECE. 


It Is Said the Powers Will Proceed to 
Close Her Ports Within a 
Few Days. 


LONDON, April 3.—The Daily Telegraph 
has an interview with Col. Vassos. The 
Greek commander declared that the pro- 
test recently sent by him to the foreign 
admirals would be the last document of the 
sort that would be sent. 

Vassos said that he does not regard the 
admirals as the true representatives of 
Europe’s atitude. He maintained that he 
had quieted the entire Christian popula- 
tion and repressed every form of crime, 
rendering life and property as secure as in 
England and France, He had established 
hospitals and prisons, built: bridges and ap- 
pointed judges and sanitary officers. All the 
reforms had been effected in seven weeks. 

‘“Tf,”’ said Vassos, “the European forces 
had done in the towns what I have done in 
the country, perfect peace might reign 
till Greece completed the negotiations with 
Europe for a recognition of her claims to 
Crete and not a drop of blood need have 
been shed.”’ 

Vassos told of the way the ships fired on 
the Christians to protect the Bashi Bazouks., 
The Christians retreated and the Turks en- 
tered the village and set fire to the houses, 
a church and a monastery. 

“This,’”’ Vassos exclaimed, “is the work of 
Christian Europe. The,condition of affairs 
is now infinitely worse than ever before. 
The Admirals have made it so. I say de- 
liberately and reluctantly that unless the 
European people listen to the voice of hu- 
manity before it is too late, this unhappy 
island will be deluged throughout with tor- 
rents of blood.’”’ 

In ognclusion, Col. Vassos emphatically 
repudiated the statement made in the 
British House of Commons that he made 
war on the powers.

SANE ASYLUM TOO SOON.. 


TRIED TO JUMP FROM A TRAIN. 


Husband Was Bringing Her 
Home Cured, 


T. V. Cromwell went to Fulton, Mo., Fri- 
day to take his wife from the State Insane 
Asylum No. 3, where she had been confined 
for more than two yéars, The physicians 
said she was about cured and advised Crom- 
well to take her back to St. Louis and go 
to housekeeping. They thought the change 
would benefit her. 

Cromwell was delighted and thankfully 
he started to obey their instructions. No 
sooner had the train started when Mrs. 
Cromwell's mental malady returned with 
renewed violence, She fought aud struggled 
all th® way and when they arrived in St. 
Louls on the Missouri Pacific train Satur- 
day morning Mrs. Cromwell was a raving 


maniac and her husband was almost dis- 
tracted with grief at her condition, and the 
strain under which he had labored in keep- 
ne, her from tBrowing herself from the 
rain. 

A telegram had been sent to the Police 
Department and Policeman Dixon met the 
train and took charge of the crazed woman. 
She was remov at once to the City Hos- 
pital, where she was placed in an observa- 
tion cell. 

Cromwell has always made his home in 
St. Louis. Nine yéars ago he married Bertha 
Helmhorst, a deughter of Henry Helm- 
horst, an enginéer on the Iron Mountain 
Railroad. Two children were born to them, 
and for a numbér of years they lived hap- 
pily. Three years ago Mrs, Cromwell's mind 

egan to fail. She was treated by local phy- 
siclans. They said she was suffering from a 
mild form of dementia, and thought she 
would recover were she placed in an asy- 
lum for the insane. 

Mr. Cromwell placed her in Asylum No. 
3 at Fulton. She was not considered a 
violent patient; and derived great pleas- 
ure from her husband's frequent visits. 
She realized her condition and would talk 
freely about when she would return to her 
home. She continued to grow better and 
recently the physicilana thought she could 
go home with eget 

Mrs. Cromwell did not want to accom- 
pany her husband home Friday. She said 
she was getting so much better that she 
was afraid to risk leavi the institution. 
She dreaded the return of the disease. She 
apeke rationally, however, and her husband 
and the physicians thought she was merely 
nervous and lacked confidence. 

The journey home had no more than be- 
gun than Mrs. Cromwell began to talk irra- 
tionally. She upbraided her husband for 
taking her against her will from so pleas- 
ant a place. She had no desire to come 
back to St. Louls and said if he insisted she 
would kill mecees — too.

With this mag tay para- 
chute Baldwin went to San Francisco, 
made an ascent in a balloon at Golden 
Gate and dropped from this parachute 
and landed safely in the Bay. 

Since that day parachute leaping has 
become a recognized vocation. There is 
hardly a Country fair at which there isn’t 
a balloon ascension and a parachute 
leaper. A pupil of Baldwin's, named 
Forsman, has this to say about the dan- 
gers of parachuting: 

“Rightly conducted and with proper 
precautions, there is much less risk in a 
parachute leap than the observer would 
suppose. The accidents that occur are 
almost without exception due to care- 
lessness or absolute recklessness on the 

art of the aeronaut and his assistants. 
For instance, through utter neglect the 
parachute is permitted to get into an un- 
safe condition. Again, the jumper is sent 
up in close proximity to a large body of 
water, without wearing a life-preserver. 
The consequence is that across current 
ot wind in the upper atmosphere carries 
him out over the water and when he 
drops he is drowned before assistance can 
reach him. The greatest danger, however, 
that confronts the parachute leaper, he 
daily meets in order to save a little 
trouble. It is this way: an inflated bal- 
loon of normal construction will, after the 
aeronaut has cut his parachute loose, 
travel miles out into.the country before 
it finally turns over and falls to the 
ground. This would necessitate a long 
trip in a wagon out into the country to 
find the balloon and haul it back. at 
means time, trouble and money. To 
avoid this, the top of the balloon is 
weighted so that a moment or two after 
the parachute is cut loose and drops, the 
balloon turns over and comes fallin 
down after it. A balloon weighs a 
many pounds. If it misses the parachute, 
all right; if it hits the parachute, that's 
the end of the parachute pane, This is

From the New Orleans Picayune. . 
The notion that the floods have been ag-. 
gravated by the confining of the river by 
the levees, and the theory that the floods 
are increased in severity by the cutting 
down of forests, are not supporte@ by the’ 
facts of history. \ 

Long before there were any considerable 
sections of leveed lands in the Mississipp! 
Valley, and when there had been but little 
clearing off of the vast forests that once 
covered Ohio, Indiana, Illindis, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, West Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, the region which is chiefly respon- 
sible for the great floods in the Mississippi 
River, there were seasons when the mighty 
waters covered the greater part of the Mis- 
sissipp! Valley. | | 

Records of thefe floods are to be found 
in the important report on the Missigsipp! 
River, by Gens. Humphreys and Abbot of 
the United States engineers. The facts were 
collected from every attainablé source, and 
present surprising information to those whoa 
suppose that there were no extraordinary 
overflows from the river in the period be- 
fore levees and extensive wood cutting were 
known, 

It is somewhat astanishing to read that 
in 1735, 162 years ago, the river rose fifteen 
feet above low water at New Orleans and 
inundated the city. The official. teports 
show that in Louisiana, as late as 1752, the 
levees extended only twenty miles below 
and thirty miles above New Orleans, pr 
there was not a levee in Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi. The settligg process in the country 
along the river was gradual, except on the 
bluffs. As late as 18, after Louisiana had 
come into the possession of the United 
States, the official reports show that there 
were no settlements on the lowlands of the 
territory of Louisiana above Pointe Coupee,, 
except a small place called Concordia, 6p- 
posite Natchez. There was no other until 
New Madrid was reached. That place is now 
in Missouri. 

There were great floods in the years 1770, 
1782, 1785, 1791, 1796, 1799, 1809, 1811, 1813, and 
many others of later date. Even when there 
were so few levees, and almost the entire 
country was open, so that the floods could 
flow over it without obstruction, the fact 
remains that the levees of that early period 
were periodically swept away, and the plan- 


also that from the earliest times, at irregu- 
lar imtervals, the Mississippi Valley has 
been subject to excessive visitations of 
water, and the same sort of thing goes on, 
and will go on, forever.

$3,000,000 the taxation limit shall be 15° per 
cent. In cases where the present law lays 
a tax of 1 per cent, an accumulating rate 
of one-half of 1 per cent shall be assessed 
on each additional $250,000 or major frac- 
tion thereof above $2,500,000; except that 
in the case of an estate of $4,000,000 the ag- 
gregate rate shall be only 10 per cent, 
This equity of making rich estates bear 
an accumulating tax of this nature is 
based on the soundest justice and phi- 
losophy. The same principle underlies the 
English law of personal taxation, though 
different in detail and more extended in 
application. It has worked admirably, and 
no jurist or thinker abroad questions either 
its legality or effectiveness of result. No 
saner legislation has ‘been offered at Al- 
bany for many a long year. As a means 
of adding to the public income by taxing 
inheritances it has been estimated that its 
increment to the State would be very con- 
siderable and possibly lighten other taxes 
more difficult for the body of the commu- 
nity to bear. It is certainly a long step 
in a desirable direction, and recommends 
itself to that keen sense-of justice which 
remembers that wealth can far better af- 
ford to part with what the State charges 
it withal than can the poor or moderately 
circumstanced. As an inheritance charge, 
too, such an increased rate should fall 
lightly on devisees who have not earned 
the wealth which is taxed. Right-thinking 
men will pray that the bill will become a 


law.

OXFORD CREW DEFEATS OAM- 
BRIDGE BY TWO LENGTHS. 


DONE IN LESS THAN 20 MINUTES 


An American Rowed Bow for the Vic- 
tors and the Vanquished Had 
a Yankee, Too. 


PUTNEY, England, April 3.—Oxford has 
just won the annual boat race from Cam- 
bridge by two lengths. The time over the 
four and one-quarter mile course on the 
Thames was 19m. 12s. 

It was the fifty-fourth contest between 
crews representing Oxford and Cambridge 
universities, and more than usual interest 
was taken in it, not only in sporting circles 
and in the American colony in England, but 
by Americans on the Gontinent and in the 
United States, for the reason that for the 
first time since the: race. became an annual 
event in 1829 an American has rowed in each 
boat.

At the soap works, one mile, three fur- 
longs and twenty yards from the start, Ox- 
ford had a lead of half a length. At the 
lead mills, one mile, six furlongs and fifty 
ores. Oxford had slightly increased the 
ead, and at the Doves, 1 mile, 7 furlongs 
and sixty yards, the boats were in the same 
position. Oxford was rowing a stroke of 
thirty-three to the minute and Cambridge 
was pulling thirty-two. 

At the Devonshire Meadow, Oxford was 
leading by a length. When Barnes bridge 
was reached Oxford was only a length 
ahead. Both crews then bent for the spurt 
over the remaining one-half mile of the 
race. Both crews had a stroke here of 
about thirty-five’and the dark blue of Ox- 
ford was seen to increase its lead. The Ox- 
ford stroke then went up to’forty and they 
crossed at the —_ Inn at Mortlake well 
in advance of the light blue of Cambridge. 

Thirty thousand people saw the race, in 
spite of the weather. The usual banquet 
will follow this evening, the vanquished crew 
being the guests of thé victors. 

Oxford has now won thirty-one of the 
fifty-four races rowed and has been the 
winner for eight years in succession..

HASTINGS HAD 
“BEEN WARNED, 


CHIEF OF POLICE TOLD HIM TO Go 
ARMED. 


THE INQUEST BEING HELD. 
Testimony Against Draper Taken Be- 
hind Closed Doors, Press and 
Public Being Excluded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSONVILLE, IIL,. April 3.—To-day 
being Saturday, the streets of Jacksonville 
are filled with a crowd of farmers, and 
their entire conversation is dévoted to the 
terrible mumer of Charles li Hastings, 
which go shocked this community last 
Thursday morning. All sorts of rumors are 
afloat as to the motives which may have 
prompted the crime, but the consensus of 
opinion fastens it upon Draper, who is still 


locked up in jail. Draper ig a man of re- 
markable nerve. He chats with his friends 
and the members of his family in a pleas- 
ant vein and stoutly maintains his inno- 
cence. He even avows that he will be out 
of jail within a few days. He expects to 
be held by the coroner’s jury end then to 
sue out @ writ of habeas corpus and secure 
bond before a court. In addition to Col. 
D. P. Dyer, Draper has retained Judge O. 
P. Thompson of Jackgonville to defend 


him. 

Col: Dyer deft yesterday for St. Louis, 
leaving Draper's interests in Judge Thomp- 
son’s hands. It is rumored that ex-Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson of St. Louls will: be 
called into the case, but this cannot be 
substantiated from this end, and in the ab- 
sence of Col. Dyer. Col. Dyer is a cousin 
of Draper’s wife and an old family friend 
of the Drapers. The latter -family orig- 
ingally came from Louisiana, Mo., and .in 
the’days when Col. Dyer was living in Pike 
County he was associated irbusiness with 
the elder Draper. The family is wealthy 
and is said to have been one of the most 
prominent in Pike County. If Draper is 
the man who committed the murder Hast- 
ings is largely responsible for his own death 
by reason of the fact that he visited his 
office on the fatal night unprepared to meet 
an enemy. He had been warned to be 
ready for a fight to the death, but he neg- 
footed it, and paid for this neglect with his 

e. 


As told in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, 
Draper was suspected of petng the man who 
was Surreptitiously visitin udge Kirby's 
vault and mutilating the books. He was 
known to be the only man not connected 
with the office force who was in possession 
of the vault combination. This combination 
was changed for the reason that Judge Kir- 
by wanted to catch the thief. For twenty- 
one nights ex-Chief of Police Lige Goodrich 
meat in the office, with a bulls-eye lantern 
and a revolver, but no one ever came. 
Goodrich was convinced that the nocturnal 
intruder was aware that the place was be. 
ing watched and was lying low. He ex-

This idea struck Hastings as being ridicu- 
lous. He was an old soldier and naturally a 
courageous man. He pooh-poohed the dan- 
ger, and so it was settled that he would 
keep his eye on the office. Wednesday 

ght, the night of the murder, was an ideal 
one for prowling about unseen. Something 
was wrong at the water works, and the 
electric light plant could not run. The 
town was dark as pitch. It was raining 
hard and a*perfect gale was sweeping from 
the prairies and across the city. Few peo- 
ple Ventured onto the streets, and those 
who did were at the Democratic primaries, 
which were being he!d in a hall some dis- 
tance from Judge Kirby's office. On the 
theory that Draper was the murderer, it is 
argued that he realized all this. He‘knew 
that Goodrich was no longer on guard and 
he grasped the opportunity to continue his 
work of theft. 


There are a few persons here who pro- 
fess to believe that a woman killed Hast- 
ings. He was a bachelor and a good deal 
of a sport. He is alleged to have en seen 
talking to a greatly excited woman at 9:15 
on the night of the murder, but there is 
little else to hang the theory on. 

Draper has a good many friends itn this 
county. He is a strong Mason and it is 
said the order will try and protect him. 
The old saying that no Mason was ever 
hanged is often used on the streets, The 
opinion is generally expressed that he will 
never hang. It is expected that when the

FIVE PER CENT OF BEQUESTS EX-

THE ASSESSOR IS PUZZLED. 


Administrators of Large Estates Will 
Resist a Law to Endow a 
State University. 


Exxecutors and trustees appointed to ad- 
minister estates of deceased persons are 
having a hard time with Assessor Freder- 
ick, who is as greatly perplexed as they 
are. 

The difficulty arises over the “succesé@ion” 
tax, as it is called, which was devised by 
the Legislature to provide an endowment 
fund for the State University. The tax 
went into operation this year and is being 
levied upon the assessments made last June 
and recently revised by the Board of Equal- 


ization. 

A number of administrators of estates 
have been greatly surprised to receive 
notice to call at the tax office and make 
a second return after they had made their 
regular returns -under the State law with 
which ey are all more or less familiar 
and to which they have become reconciled. 

Under that law they pay a tax of $2.06 per 

00, and consider that somewhat steep. 
Right on top of this is slapped a tax of $5 
per $100 on all property bequeathed to others 
ne the direct heirs of the body of the tes- 

or. 

Any fund left to old friends or persons 
not blood relatives must stand the tax. 

Assessor Frederick was asked about it 
and said: “I give it up. I have been worried 
considerably by this new law and hardly 
know what to make of it.”’ 

He then produced a | gg we slip which 
pave the main feature of the law in the fol- 
owing terms: 

Section 1. All propert 
will, or by the death of an intestate, or 
by deed, grant, bargain, gale or gift, 
made or intended to take effect in pos- 
session or enjoyment after the death of 
the grantor or bargainer, or any person 
or persons, either directly or tn trust, 
or otherwise, whereby a beneficial in- 
terest shall be created in possession or 
expectancy to any property or the in- 
come thereof, to any person other than 
the father, mother, husband, wife or di- 
rect lineal descendant of the testator, 
intestate, grantor or bargainer, except 
property conveyed for some educational, 
charitable or religious purpose, exclus- 
ively, shall be subject to the payment 
of a collateral succession tax of five 
dollars for each and every one hundred 
dollars of the clear market value of such 
property, Where the money. or property 
affected shall be ten thousand dollars 
or less in value, and where the money 
or property affectéd exceeds ten thou- 
sand dollars in value, the same shal! be 
subject to a tax of five dollars for each 
and every one hundred dollars of the 
clear market value thereof, up to and 
including ten thousand dollars in value, 
and a tax of seven and one-half dollars 
in addition, for every such one hundred 
dollars in value In excess of ten thou-

HASTINGS HAD 


“BEEN WARNED. 


CHIEF OF POLICE TOLD HIM TO Go 
ARMED. 


THE INQUEST BEING HELD. 

Testimony Ageines Draper Taken Be- 

hind Closed Doors; Press and 
Public Being Excluded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
JACKSONVILLE, IIL,: April 3—To-day 
being Saturday, the streets of Jacksonville 
are filled with a crowd of farmers, and 
their entire conversation is dévoted to the 
terrible murder of Charles Ix Hastings, 
which go shocked this community last 
Thursday morning. All sorts of rumors ere 
afloat as to the motives which may have 
prompted the crime, but the consensus of 
opinion fastens it upon Draper, who is still 


locked up in jail. Draper ig a man of re- 
markable nerve. He chats with his friends 
and the members of his family in a pleas- 
ant vein and stoutly maintains his imno- 
cence. He even avows that he will be out 
of jail within a few days. He expects to 
be held by the coroner's jury end then to 
sue out @ writ of habeas corpus and secure 
bond before a court. In addition to Col. 
D. P. Dyer, Draper has retained Judge O. 
3 Thompson of Jackgonville to defend 
him. 

Col: Dyer ieft yesterday for St. Louis, 
leaving Draper's interests in Judge Thomp- 
son’s hands. It is rumored that ex-Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson of St. Louls will: be 
called into the case, but this cannot be 
substantiated from this end, and in the ab- 
sence of Col. Dyer. Col. Dyer is a cousin 
of Draper’s wife and an old family friend 
of the Drapers. The latter -family orig- 
elly came from Louisiana, Mo., and .in 
the days when Col. Dyer wag living in Pike 
County he was associated irbusiness with 
the elder Draper. The family is wealthy 
and is said to have been one of the most 
prominent in Pike County. If Draper is 
the man who committed the murder Hast- 
ings is largely responsible for his own death 
by reason of the fact that he visited his 
officé on the fatal i unprepared to meet 
an enemy. He had been warned to be 
ready for a fight to the death, but he neg- 
pots it, and paid for this neglect with his 

e. 


As told in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, 
Draper was suspected of peng the man who 
was Surreptitiously visitin udge Kirby’s 
vault and mutilating the books. He was 
known to be the only man not connected 
with the office force who was in possession 
of the vault combination. This combination 
was changed for the reason that Judge Kir- 
by wanted to catch the thief. For twenty- 
one nights ex-Chief of Police Lige Goodrich 
Btopt in the office, with a bulls-eye lantern 
and a revolyer, but no one ever came. 
Goodrich was convinced that the nocturnal 
intruder was aware that the place was bhe- 
ing watched and was lying low. .He ex- 
pseee this belfef in the presence of Judge 

irby and Hastings. 

“He won’t come while I’m there,” said 
Goodrich, referring to Draper. ‘You'd bet- 
ter discharge me for a while, or else get 
somebody else.’’ 

This was agreed to, and after Saturday 
night Goodrich remained away. 

During this same conversation Hastings 
remarked that he was down-town every 
plight, and that he would drop in and see 
if | e couldn’t catch the fellow. 

You'd better go armed,”’ advised Good- 
rich. “That man is dangerous and you know 
he hates you.”’ 

This idea struck Hastings as being ridicu- 
lous. He was an old soldier and naturally a 
courageous man. He pooh-poohed the dan- 
ger, and so it was settled that he would 
seep his eye on the office. Wednesday 
night, the night of the murder, was an ideal 
one for prowling about unseen. Something 
was wrong at the water works, and the 
electric light plant could not run. The 
town was dark as pitch. It was raining 
hard and a‘perfect gale was sweeping from 
the prairies and across the city. Few peo- 
ple Ventured onto the streets, and those 
who did were at the Democratic primaries, 
which were being he!d in a hall some dis- 
tance from Judge Kirby's office. On the 
theory that Draper was the murderer, it is 
argued that he realized all this. He-knew 
that Goodrich was no longer on guard and 
he grasped the opportunity to continue his 
work of theft. 


There are a few persons here who pro- 
fess to believe that a woman killed Hast- 
ings. He was a bachelor and a good deal 
of a sport. He is alleged to have been seen 
talking to a greatly excited woman at 9:15 
on the night of the murder, but there is 
little else to hang the theory on. 

Draper has a good many friends in this 
county. He is a strong Mason and it is 
said the order will try and protect him. 
The old saying that no Mason was ever 
hanged is often used on the streets, The 
opinion is generally expressed that he will 
never hang. It is expected that when the 
defense outlines its case the deed will be 
admitted and a plea of insanity set up.

A TAX THAT WILL 
CAUSE TROUBLE 


FIVE PER CENT OF BEQUESTS EX- 
CEPT TO NATURAL HEIRS. 


THE ASSESSOR IS PUZZLED. 


Administrators of Large Estates Will 
Resist a Law to Endow a 
State University. 


Executors and trustees appointed to ad- 
minister estates of deceased persons are 
having a hard time with Assessor Freder- 
ick, who is as greatly perplexed as they 
are. 

The difficulty arises over the “‘succesé@ion”’ 
tax, as it is called, which was devised by 
the Legislature to provide an endowment 
fund for the State University. The tax 
went into operation this year and is being 
levied upon the assessments made last June 
and recently revised by the Board of Equal- 
ization. 

A number of administrators of estates 
have been greatly surprised to receive 
notice to call at the tax office and make 
a second return after they had made their 
regular returns -under the State law with 
which Sor are all more or less familiar 
and to which they have become reconciled. 

Under that law they pay a tax of $2.06 per 
$100, and consider that somewhat steep. 
Right on mr of this is slapped a tax of 35 
per $100 on all property bequeathed to others 
ne the direct heirs of the body of the tes- 

or. 

Any fund left to old friends or persons 
not blood relatives must stand the tax. 

Assessor Frederick was asked about it 
and said: “I give it up. I have been worried 
considerably by this new law and hardly 
know what to make of it.”’ 

He then produced a printed slip which 
gave the main feature of the law in the fol- 
owing terms: 

Section 1. All property conveyed by 
will, or by the death of an intestate, or 
by deed, grant, bargain, sale or gift, 
made or intended to take effect in pos- 
session or enjoyment after the death of 
the grantor or bargainer, or any person 
or persons, either directly or tn trust, 
or otherwise, whereby a beneficial in- 
terest shall be created in possession or 
expectancy to any property or the in- 
come thereof, to any person other than 
the father, mother, husband, wife or di- 
rect lineal descendant of the testator, 
intestate, grantor or bargainer, except 
property conveyed for some educational, 
charitable or religious purpose, exclus- 
ively, shall be subject to the payment 
of a collateral succession tax of five 
dollars for each and every one hundred 
dollars of the clear market value of such 
property, Where the money or property 
affected shall be ten thousand dollars 

or less in value, and where the money 
or property affectéd exceeiis ten thou- 
sand dollars in value, the same shall] be 
subject to a tax of five dollars for each 
and every one hundred dollars of the 
clear market value thereof, up to and 
including ten thousand dollars in value, 
and a tax of seven and one-half dollars 
in addition, for every such one hundre 

dollars in value in excess of ten thou- 
sand dollars; and for the enforcement 
and collection of such tax, there is here- 
by created, against the erty affected 
of 


reby, a first lien in favor of. the State 
Missouri, upon which a civil action 
may be prosecuted in any court havin 
* competent jurisdiction; and when oor 
lected, such tax shall be paid into the 
county treasury of the county where 
the testator, intestate, grantor or bar- 
gainer resided; or in the case where 
there is no such residence in the State, 
then such tax shall be paid into the 
county treasury of’ the county where 
such property exists or fs situate. All 
taxes provided by this section, which 
shall not be paid within one year after 
the death of the person rendering such 
roperty subject to taxation. shafi bear 
nterest at the same rate, from the date 
of the death of such person, as is now 
provided by-law for delinquent taxes, 
and suits therefor mdy be prosecuted by 
the same person provided by law for the 
purpose of instituting suits for delin- 
uent taxes, unless the eounty court 
shall make an order requiring the pros- 
ecuting attorney to institute suits for 
the recovery of such collateral 
sion taxes. 


“I am going ahead, with the assistance of 
the Probate Court,’’ said Mr. Fredericks, 
‘and am putting on the tax right along, 
but I understand that the matter will be 
taken into the courts and tested thoroughly. 

“Some of the pay trust conTPanies, which 
are administering large estates, say they are 
not disposed to submit to the tax. and re- 
fuse to pay it. We will have to make a test 
Case and see what the law is good for.” 

One instance was cited, where a woman 
had left $300, to be invested as a®@fund to 
keep her grave in order. This fund would, 
under the new law, be subject to a tax 
of $2.06 per $100, or $6.15 on the State law, 
and $16 additional under the succession law. 
This the administrator considers a very 
steep charge and he declines to pay it.

BY LEGAL PROCESS. 


THE MOTHER’S AWFUL CRIME. 


Served a Penitentiary Sentence for 
Aiding in Debauching the Child 
She Has Recovered. 


Judge William Zachritz granted a writ 
of habeas corpus at noon Saturday in the 
case of Mrs. Louise Edwards against the 
Mother Superior of the House of the Good 
Shepherd. Mrs. Fdwards wanted the cus- 
tody of her daughter, Lillie May awards, 
who had been in the convent since April 4, 
1891. 

Lillle !s now 2 years old and had not 
seen her nor heard from her mother since 
she entered the convent. The reunion in 
Judge Zachritz’s court Saturday morning 
was affecting. Lijllie recognized her mother 
at once and, running to her, threw herself 
in her arms. Mrs. Edwards was so over- 
joyed at se@ing her child after a sparation 
of six years that she was overcome and 
would have fallen to the floor had not her 
daughter and Deputy Sheriff Max Ruler 
supported her. 

Lillie, on the other hand, wag 80 pleased 

at seeing her mother and being out of the 
¢onvent that she talked incessantly. Every- 
thing pleased her and she shook hands 
with everyone. 

She is 20 years old, but @she «ould easily 
pass for 16. She is*short and pluinp, with 
a round face, red cheeks, and black, spark- 
ling eyes: She was clad in a red plaid 
dress that only reached to her shoe tops, 
and added to her youthful a rance. 

Judge Zachritz heard but little evidence. 
He merely asked the age of the girl, and 
when shé answered 2 years, and t e state- 
ment was corroborated by her meether. the 
court @aid he would grant the writ. ‘Mrs. 
Edwards and Lillie embraced and arm in 
arm they left the court-room. Mrs. Ed- 
wards says they will go at once to Atlanta, 
Ga., where she lives with her father, a 
well-to-do merchant. 

Lillie bears no ill will to the _ sisters. 
‘“‘Mother Mary Loretto, the Superior, treat- 
ed me lovely at all times,”’ she said. ‘The 
only thing they did not treat me fairly 
about was in keeping mama away from me 
and not letting her know where I was. Bu 
if I cannot say anything good about th 
convent I surely will not say anything bad. 
They took my name away from me, to 
sure. I was-known only as Marie. Four 
years ago, when mama came to see me, 
they sent me all the way to Peoria to keep 
me out of her sight. ow I have learned 
that she sent me dresses and thirga, but 
I never saw them. But I am glad to get 
away and be with mama again.’ 

Three of Lillie’s friends who had known 
her at the convent were in the court and 
enjoyed the reunion greatly. 

rs. Edwards maintained silence almost 
all the time. She did not care to discuss 
the past, and said she lived only for the 
future. She said she had been made to 
suffer enough for her sin, but that was all 
over now, and she was happy in the knowl- 
edge that both her father and her daughter 
had forgiven her. 

Mrs. Kdwards and ‘Lillie were separated 
six years ago. Mrs. Edwards was con- 
victed of assisting in the debauchery of her 
daughter and was given a two-years’ peni- 
tentiary sentence. The girl was sent to 
the House of the Good Shepherd. 

fter Mrs. Edwards had served her sen- 
tence she returned to the city intending 
to recover possession of Lillie, take her 
away and began life over again. 

The Sisters, she claims, denied having 
the child and Mrs. Bdwards went to her 
father's. She tried several times to locate 
her daughter and once she read of a girl 
having been sent from the convent. he 
came to St. Louis and learned that her 
daughter was in the convent under the 
name of Marte. The Sisters again dented 
it and the woman employed Attorney 
James M. Rollins to institute habeas cor- 
Pus proceedings.

They Have Great Capacity for Detail 
“Work and Will Dignify the 
|  ‘Board’s Deliberations. 


Friends of woman suffrage are elated 
over the prospects of having female mem- 
bers on the Board of Education. Mrs. 
Alice C. Mulkey’s candidacy is heartily 
indorsed, and work has begun to bring it 
to a successful end. 

“I think women are eligible to position 
on the Board under the new law,” said 
Dr. W. W. Boyd Saturday, “and I want 


to add that I am giad of it. 

“They have always been deeply inter- 
sested in school matters, and great credit 
is due them for the advancement made 
along educational lines. The different wo- 
men's organizations have fone good work 
for the schools without any Somat power in 
the premises. Put a few of them on the 
Board and they will do better. Whether 
as a general rule they are as familiar with 
practical government as men, cannot 
say, but they have a natural knack that 
is far superior to man’s in some direc- 
tions. I think this school business is one 
of them. . 

“Some difficulty will be had in sage 
the right parties. The woman seeking suc 
a position should be thoroughly familiar 
with schools and school work; have or 
tical ideas and a strictly business head, 
otherwise she will hinder more than she can 
possibly assist. 

“A teacher of some experience, for 
example, should make an excellent member, 
She has worked hard in the field the bod 
is to control; knows exactly what is needed, 
can readily tell what measures should be 
advanced to further the .work, what are 
obstacles, in short, what means should be 
employed to procure desfred ends. Other 
ladies who have studied school ——— or 
have been connected in some other capacity 
with educational work, are, of course, just 
as eligible and have as ready appreciation 
of the needs as the instructors themselves. 

“I think a@ woman or two on the boa 
would be beneficial in other ways. Their 
presence would add to the dignity of the 
deliberations, and no man is their equal 
in detail work and investigations. They 
are much better adapted to those duties. 
Therefore, I say give them an opportunity 
to be useful in a new field. 

“This matter is not an experiment. In 
many of our large cities women are mem- 


there are several. I know of no instance 
where the departure has not proven of last- 
ing benefit. . 

“I see there is one candidate in the field. 
I do not know Mrs. Mulkey personally, but 
if she possesses the requirements I have 
mentioned she is entitled to support. While 
the clause of the new law is a little vague 
on the subject of: female eligibility I think 
the ladies have interpreted it correctly, and 
if oy are property owners I do not see 
how they are to be denied.”

Sickness Due to the Vitiated Atmos- 
phere Is Rampant Now. 


Despite the contentions of Chief Dispen- 
sary Physician Jordan, Judge Zachritz and 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Huebler that a hos- 


pital located in the jail would be a beneficial 
move, daily developments appear to bear 
out Coroner Walt’s assertion chat it would 
be a most unwise undertaking. At present 
eight ones in the jail are sufferin 
from illness directly traceable to the un- 
sanitary condition of their surroundings, 
Among these are Joseph Albright, charged 
with murder, whg is reported to be dying of 
typhoid malaria and pneumonia, and whose 
condition is so critical that his removal to 
the hospital at this time would cause cer- 
tain death’ Stella Allen, Charles Waller and 
John Lawrence,,suffering from malaria: 
Victor Pore, pleuridynia; Lizzie Henry, 
anaemia; iliam Meyers, a Severe attack 
of la ippe, and Thomas Cavanagh, ma- 
laria. Their condition is attributed directly 
to the unwholesome atmosphere of the 
jail, vitiated by the exhalations of the #0 
odd prisoners, poor drainage facilities and 
lack of ventilating arrangements. 

One of the prisoners in jail, a “trusty,’’ 
whose duties place him in a position to 
apne with a knowledge of the facts, says 
that during the month of March the fail 
physician prescribed for an average of 
sixty-nine prisoners every week, nearly all 
of whom were suffering from malaria. Der. 
ing the preceding months, this prisoner 
says, the average number prescribed for, 
was even greater. These figures represent 
an enormous percentage of sickness, in 
comparison with the number of inmates, 
and do not a ® well for the sanitary con- 
dition of the jail.

Mr. Bullen was born in Louisville, Ky., 
about forty-four years ago. His parents 
died while he was a boy and he lived with 
an aunt at Henderson, Ky. He came to 
Missouri and settled first at Lynn Creek 
and then at Sedalia, where he took a minor 
position in the Citizens’ National Bank, and 
worked his way up to cashier. Early in the 
80’s he came to St. Louis as Assistant Cash- 


He was largely instru- 
mental in having the institution converted 
into a national bank. In Mr. Bullen 
was elected President of the National Bank 
of the Republic. 

Mr. Bullen married Miss Adele Gauss fif- 
teen years ago.
